IT was sweetness and delight on the 
day. 

Everyone was thrilled to see the 
Queen enter Crewkerne Town Hall. 

But civic chiefs were more thrilled 
than their clerical cousins, it has now 
emerged. 

Unbeknown to most people in 
Crewkerne, the Queen’s destination 
should have been St Bartholomew’s 
Church, not the Town Hall! 

And many more churchgoers - and 
possibly fewer civic souls - would 
have been present during the royal 
visit. 

The switch in venues came to light 
in this month’s edition of the Crewk¬ 
erne parish magazine. 

An article by Church Warden 
Dorothy Tozer sheds new light on 
the twists and turns during months of 
top-secret preparations for the royal 
tour.

She said: “The visit by the Queen 
and Prince Philip on May 2nd was 
originally planned to be focused on 
the church, when many more of the 
congregation would have been able 
to be there. 

“Lady Gass (the Queen’s represen¬ 
tative in Somerset)... had wanted us 
to host the event in the first place. 

“For several reasons, however, it 
was not to be, and after many 
months of secret planning it was fi¬ 
nally decided, about a month before, 
that the visit would be at the Town 
Hall. 

“Therefore, it was only possible for 
a limited number from the church to 
be in attendance. 

“Everything was decided by Palace 


officials and Lady Gass, the Lord 
Lieutenant of Somerset. 

“The time available was very brief, 
around 15 minutes, and Lady Gass 
did her best to arrange for the church 
to be represented.” 

In the event, just five people from 
St Bartholomew’s met the Queen. 

The church group included Mrs 
Tozer and the Rector of Crewkerne, 
the Reverend Michael Gallagher. 

Mrs Tozer also revealed an intrigu¬ 
ing architectural aside that the queen 
mentioned while chatting to the St 
Bartholomew’s group. 

“She revealed that our (the 
church’s) West fai^ade is modelled 
on St George’s, Windsor.” 

Mrs Tozer added: “She shook 
hands with all of us. I shall not wash 
mine for a while!”

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■ YOUR MAJESTY: The Queen spent 15 
minutes meeting delighted local people 
at Crewkerne Town Hall 
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Maiden Beech rated 'good' in 
surprise OFSTED inspection 




THREE educational experts 
swooped on Maiden Beech Middle 
School, Crewkerne, in mid-May 
for a surprise OFSTED inspection 
with just 24 hours’ notice. 

But they departed with a “good” 
overall impression and said the 
school was “outstanding” in parts. 
The inspectors also said the school 
is poised to get even better under 
the leadership of recently-ap¬ 
pointed headteacher, Stephen 
Smith. 

Details of the report emerged this 
month when OFSTED inspector 
Robin Gaff wrote to the 440 pupils 
thanking them for their co-opera¬ 
tion and praising them for their 
contribution to the success of the 
school. 

He said: “Yours is a good school. 
You told us that you feel safe there 
because there is little bullying and 
when it does occur the school deals 
with it well. 

“You behave sensibly in lessons 
and around the school, and are 
keen to express your ideas. 

“We were particularly impressed 
by the way you respond to the ‘big 
questions’ which the headteacher 
poses for you on the [school] web¬ 
site. 

“Some of you say that you are not 
happy with the points system for 
encouraging good behaviour be¬ 
cause you think that not all teach¬ 
ers apply it fairly and consistently. 

“You make good progress in 
reaching standards which are 
above average by the time you 
leave, and the school prepares you 
well for the next stage of your ed¬ 
ucation. 

“You get on well with your teach¬ 
ers, who make sure you know how 
well you are doing and what you 
need to do to improve your work. 

“They give you a good variety of 
things to do in lessons, but the ac¬ 
tivities do not always match 
closely enough your different inter¬ 
ests and abilities.

“The headteacher, all the 
staff and the governing 
body want to make the 
school even better. 

“To help them to do this, 
we have asked them to 
make sure all the teachers 
include activities in their 
lessons which fully meet 
your different needs and 
keep you interested all the 
time. 

“We also want them to 
make sure that all the 
teachers apply the points 
system consistently. 

“You can help by behav¬ 
ing as well as you can in 
all your lessons and by 
telling your teachers what 
you think would help to 
make lessons even more 
interesting.” 

On a scale of 1 to 4 (out¬ 
standing, good, satisfac¬ 
tory, and inadequate), 
Maiden Beech scored a 


straight score of 2 (good) 
with an “overall effective¬ 
ness” rating of “good”. 

But in the Key Findings 
section of his report, Mr 
Gaff highlighted teaching 
as “good and on occasions 
outstanding”. 

He added: “Teachers are 
knowledgeable and enthu¬ 
siastic about their subjects, 
and most provide a good 
range of activities in their 
lessons. 

“They ensure that stu¬ 
dents know the levels that 
they are achieving and 
what they need to do to 
reach their targets.” 

The other key findings 
during the two-day inspec¬ 
tion were: 

• “This is a good school 
where achievement is 
good as a result of mostly 
good teaching. 

“It is not yet outstanding 


because, on a very small 
number of occasions, 
teachers do not enable stu¬ 
dents to make at least good 
progress in lessons by giv¬ 
ing them tasks which fully 
match their abilities and 
provide them with suffi¬ 
cient challenge.” 

• “Students achieve well 
because they are taught 
well and the school uses its 
assessment procedures 
very effectively to identify 
and address any potential 
underperformance. 

“Those who are disabled 
or have special educational 
needs make good progress 
because of the well-tai¬ 
lored support they receive 
from teachers and teaching 
assistants.” 

• “Students’ behaviour is 
good and their positive at¬ 
titudes contribute well to 
their learning. 

“They feel safe because 
they are not unduly con¬ 


cerned about bullying and 
report that it is dealt with 
promptly and effectively 
when it does occur.” 

• “Leadership and man¬ 
agement are good. Leaders 
have successfully ad¬ 
dressed the areas for im¬ 
provement highlighted by 
the school’s last inspection 
[in November, 2008]. 

“The leadership of teach¬ 
ing and the management of 
performance, including 
professional development 
for teachers, are effective. 

“Together with the gov¬ 
erning body, leaders have 
accurately evaluated the 
school’s performance and 
have identified appropriate 
priorities for further devel¬ 
opment.” 

Addressing the annual 
meeting of Crewkerne 
Town Council a few weeks 
before the OFSTED in¬ 
spection, Headteacher 
Stephen Smith spoke 


Fire crews tackle 
thatch roof blaze 

ELEVEN fire crews, including at least one from Crewk¬ 
erne, were sent to tackle a blaze in the roof of a 
thatched terrace in West Coker. 

The incident happened shortly after 7.30pm on 
Sunday evening (June 17th). 

A brigade spokesman said: "The fire service mo¬ 
bilised eight pumping appliances to reports of a 
thatch fire at The High Street, West Coker. 

"Appliances from Crewkerne, Martock, Yeovil and 
Sherborne attended, with special supporting appli¬ 
ances from Yeovil, Street and Burnham on Sea. 

"On arrival, crews confirmed this to be a terrace of 
three thatch properties, smoke issuing from the mid¬ 
dle property. 

"The fire involved approximately ten square metres 
of thatch. 

"The crews extinguished the fire using two hose 
reel jets and once compressed air foam lance from 
an aerial ladder platform. 

"The cause was accidental." 

There were no reports of injuries.

tol. They have become 
committed, enthusiastic 
and helpful members of 
the club and will be play¬ 
ing a number of represen¬ 
tative matches during 
outdoor season. 

The club approached 
Maiden Beech for a small 
contribution of £50 to pay 
for new club shirts for the 
boys with the school’s 
name on their sleeve. They 
were delighted to actually 
receive £150 from Mr 


Brunt which came from 
the School Sports Partner¬ 
ship Fund 

He said: “Your club fully 
deserves this. The work 
put in would have cost far 
more in coaching claimed 
by other sports.” 

The boys were delighted 
with their new shirts and 
said they had enjoyed the 
semi -finals in Taunton and 
the finals in Bristol. They 
have both now been play¬ 
ing for three years. 

Peter, aged 12, said: “I 
like bowls because it’s in¬ 
teresting and gives me 
something to do outside. 

“I have been really wel¬ 
comed by my team, they 
look after me and help me 
out and I am hoping to do 
it again this year and get 
more from school inter¬ 
ested.” 

Brandon, aged 13, 
added: “I like the atmos¬ 
phere of the game. It is a 
non-contact sport and not 
very competitive, every¬ 
one is polite and well- 
mannered and it’s good to 
be part of a friendly team. 

“I’ve spoken to my new 
teacher at Wadham and 
they are already talking 
about starting a team 
there.” 

Severalls Jubilee Bowls 
Club coach Harry Black 
commented: “The are 


great ambassadors for the 
school. In the short time 
they have been doing it 
they have done extremely 
well. Now they have their 
shirts, like all sportsmen, 
they can wear the shirt 
with pride for the club. 

“When they went to 
Bristol to the school of ex¬ 
cellence it was a learning 


curve for them. They were 
up against seasoned 
youngsters but consider¬ 
ing how short a time they 
have been playing, they 
did exceptionally well. 

IWe are very proud of 
them. The club is delighted 
to have them. It’s a breath 
of fresh air.”

She has even given up 
her horse paddock next to 
their house, which is now 
fenced into sections for the 
12 different breeds of hen 
and has a small pond for 
the six types of ducks. 

Sandra said, the showing 
was all Sam’s idea and was 
better than him sitting in¬ 
doors playing video 
games, he has already 
learnt a lot about buying 
and selling through his 
hobby. 


Sadly there are others 
who do not respect the 
youngster’s passion and a 
recent break into his pens 
one night left £500 worth 
of birds missing, some of 
them his favourite ducks, 
and a large hole cut into 
one of the fences. 

He has been on the look¬ 
out at auctions since then 
to spot his prize birds but 
hasn’t let the incident put 
him off his ambition. 

Currently a pupil at 
Chard School, Sam who is 
also a member of the Perry 
Street Anglers said his 
favourite chickens are 
Polands, while butter¬ 
scotch call are his favourite 
ducks. 

When he grows up he 
would like to be a pilot but 
also own a chain of pet 
shops that keep the pets on 
display in a natural way, 
more like a mini farm.

Prepare the bird for stuffing between the meat and the skin by 
carefully working your fingers between the skin and breast meat 
until it becomes loose and repeat this procedure on the legs. 

Position the chorizo slices under the loosened skin until all the 
slices have been used up and all of the breast and majority of the 
legs are covered. 

Place the thyme and onion halves in the cavity of the bird. Mix 
the oil and cinnamon together and season well. 

Finally season the chicken with the salt and pepper before bar¬ 
becuing the bird using the roasting method (see your barbecue 
instruction manual) on a medium heat for 1 - IV 2 hours.

The magnificent font 
bowl is 50cm in diameter 
with a wide rim slip trailed 
with the baptismal inscrip¬ 
tion: “You are my child, 
my beloved, in whom I am 
well pleased”. 

The interior is decorated 
with a pattern of scallop 
shells to reflect a mother of 
pearl holy water scoop pre¬ 
sented to the parish in 1872 
by the Reverend V S Coles 
and used in every Christen¬ 
ing. 

The exterior is decorated 
with stylised leaf motifs 
taken from a commemora¬ 
tive stained glass window 
in the church, which 
records the life of the in¬

Review | Concerts in the West, performance by Reveries Musicales 

8 June 2012, llminster Arts Centre. Review by Anthony Pither 


COMPOSERS have always borrowed from each 
other and even from themselves. For Bach and 
Handel, repackaging was a practical way of life. 
In this performance by Reveries Musicales, we 
heard distinctive works by each of them: Bach's 
humorous capriccio on the departure of his 
beloved brother, and one of Handel's greatest 
chamber works, his Oboe Sonata in G minor. 

In the ingeniously titled Musical Magpies and 
Compositional Cuckoos, three brilliant Royal 
Academy of Music post-graduates performed 
eight pieces by eight different Baroque com¬ 
posers who had borrowed, or combined preva¬ 
lent influences from several countries. 

The programme began with an oboe sonata 
by Nicholas Chedeville who had paid a pub¬ 
lisher to pass the work off as a creation of the 
famous Vivaldi! Characteristic of the whole 
evening was the passionate playing of the 
members of Reveries Musicales - Leo Duarte 


(baroque oboe), Jonathan Rees (baroque cello) 
and Tom Foster (harpsichord) who each pro¬ 
vided witty introductions.Tom prefaced his re¬ 
alisation of Froberger's Tombeau, a dedication 
to the composer's friend Blancrocher, with an 
amusing insight: Was the descending scale, 
with which the short piece concluded, a refer¬ 
ence to Monsieur Blancrocher falling down 
stairs or descending into hell? 

A selection from Marin Marais' Suite d'un 
gout exotique was the perfect vehicle with 
which to show off Jonathan's virtuosic playing 
of the viol da gamba. In the final work, the 
gamba took on a continuo role with the harp¬ 
sichord, while Leo raced through the fast 
movements and heightened the pathos in the 
slow ones in Couperin's first suite from Les 
gouts reunis, a bringing together of all the 
most tasteful flavours of the time.

Sky Blues up first 


YEOVILTown kick-off the new season in explosive fash¬ 
ion with the visit of Coventry City. 

The Sky Blues, who were relegated from the Cham¬ 
pionship last season, make the trip to Huish Park on 
Saturday, August 18th in what will be the start of the 
Glovers tenth season in the Football League. 

Coventry were one of the founder members of the 
Premier league and spent 34 seasons in the top-flight 
of English football - with the highlight being undoubt¬ 
edly their 1987 FA cup final triumph when they beat 
Tottenham Hotspur 3-2 after extra-time at a sun¬ 
drenched old Wembley stadium. 

The Sky Blues have fallen from grace in subsequent 
years and will be making their first appearance in the 
third tier for 48 years.

The last home game of the season is on April 20th 
against Crewe Alexandra, before travelling to Lan¬ 
cashire to visit Bury for the final game of the campaign. 


Westland Sports uproar 

YEOVIL Town were quick to reply to suggestions from 
Westland Sports Chairman Brian Rousell that the 
Glovers are responsible for the Dorset Premier League 
club losing their ground at Alvington which has caused 
the club to resign from the DPL and seen the resigna¬ 
tion of their management team of manager Kevin 
Leigh, Neil Waddleton and Lloyd Green. 

Rousell, in a statement on the club's website, blamed 
particularly Glovers manager Gary Johnson's influence 
for the decision to allocate the Westland Sport's pitch 
as Yeovil Town's new training pitch. 

He said:"Kevin and Neil decided to leave the club fol¬ 
lowing the Yeovil Town Community Trust decision to 
withdraw our use of the main pitch at Alvington and 
allow Yeovil Town FC to use it as its first team training 
ground." 

In a reply posted on the Yeovil Town website they 
state: "The Yeovil Town Community Sports Trust, Yeovil 
Town FC, Gary Johnson and Augusta Westland are ex¬ 
tremely disappointed at the unjustified criticism that has 
been levelled at them for the change in pitch arrange¬ 
ments that have been notified to Westland Sports FC for 
next season." 

They then suggest that, despite the decision by the 
Trust, the pitches still available to Westland Sports FC 
"certainly exceed the standards of almost every other 
surface in the DPL, and indeed the Western League, 
and that neither theTrust nor YTFC are responsible for 
the club's decision for withdrawing from the DPL."
